News Report 
From Edmonton 


EDMONTON — Progre s si'v e 


Conservative Leader W. J. C. 
(Cam) Kirby last week took the 
wraps off the long-awaited Tory 
platform for the forthcoming 
provincial election. 

Aimed mostly at the farm 
vote, it contained few surprises. 
The platform is made up mostly 
of measures advocated by the 
Conservatives and other Opposi- 
tion groups during this year’s 
session of the Legislature. 

Mr. Kirby unveiled his pro- 
gram at a nominating convention 
in Claresholm. Part of his talk 
also was carried over a province- 
wide radio network. Specifically, 
here’s what he promises 'to do if 
his party comes to power: 

1. Bring in a new farm credit 
act to provide loans up to $25,- 
000 for any and all agricultural 
purposes. Young farmers would 
be charged a flat four per cent 
interest; others would pay not 
more than one per cent more 
than the province’s own borrow- 
ing rate. 

2. Introduce a “long overdue” 
policy on rural electrification, 
particularly for farmers in nor- 
thern regions, and give “leader- 
ship and assistance” to rural mu- 
tual telephone companies. 

3. Implement the recommenda- 
tions of the government commit- 
tee which last year made an ex- 
tensive study of irrigation and 
turned in a report critical of 
some government projects. 

4. Encourage the decentraliza- 
tion of industry to assist the 
economies of rura] areas. 

5. Re-open the Fairview School 
of Agriculture; consider estab- 
lishment of another agricultural 
school in the south, along with 
bursaries for students, moderni- 
zation of the curriculum, voca- 
tional schools for adults and or- 
ganization of farm cost account- 
ing and management clubs. 

6. Carry out research in mark- 
eting, a search for new uses for 
special crops and for new cash 
crops, and _ research into new 
livestock breeding and feeding 
techniques. 

7. Bring about compulsory 
testing for tuberculosis and 
Bang’s disease in cattle, and in- 
troduce legislation enabling mu- 
nicipalities to make spraying for 
warble flies compulsory. 


8. Take action a crop insur- 


ance program that will “wipe 
out the most glaring ‘inequities 
that exist in’ the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act.” 


9. Make farm workers eligible 
for workmen’s compensation and 
seek their inclusion in unem-, 
ployment insurance, along with 
a government agency to help 
farmers find workers when: they 
need: them. 

Obviously, the Tories are aim- 
ing at -capturing: a_ sizeable 
chunk of the farm vote in their 
first serious bid to seize power 
in Alberta. Presumably, they 
feel they won’t do too badly in 
the cities, especially in Calgary 
which has always been a Con- 
servative stronghold. . 

If you- want to criticize the 
Tory platform, you can find in 
it the faults of most political 
programs.’ It doesn’t say how it 
is going to accomplish all the 
things it promises, and some of 
the promises themselves are 
vague: 

But ‘it should be remembered 
than an Opposition party is at a 
distinct disadvantage in ham- 
mering together a platform. A 
government in office, with its 
army of civil service experts in 
various fields, is in a better po- 
sition to map out a definite pro- 
gram it knows it can afford to 
finance. 

A good example is the gov- 
ernment’s five-year plan, an- 
nounced last August. At a press 
conference last week Premier 
Manning noted he hadn’t yet 
seen a Conservative platform. He 
said Social Credit doesn’t wait 
until an election is called and 
then secretly prepare a program 
for release at’ the most advanta- 
geous moment.

Incidentally, we’ve yet ‘to hear 
an Opposition party candidate 
promise that if his group is 
elected it will carry through the 
government’s five-year plan.

GARNISHES 


Garnishes serve two purposes. 
First, they make food more at- 
tractive to the eye, thus stimula- 
ting the flow of digestive juices 
and aiding digestion; second, they 
add bulk or “roughage” to the 
diet or increase the nutritive val- 
ue of the dish. 

ASIDE from using radish ros- 
es, ‘carrot curls, which we are 
familiar with, the following are 
additional ideas one may use: 
Garnishes for Soups: 

One of the simplest garnishes 
for soups is a tablespoon of salt- 
ed whipped cream sprinkled 
with a dash of paprika or a little 
parsley chopped very fine. Cub- 
es of bread browned in the oven 
can also be used. 

Garnishes for Aspics and Salads: 

These are used to add color, 
stimulate the appetite and to 
make the meal more attractive 
in appearance. 

a. Stuffed tomato with cottage 
cheese or mayonnaise (centres

It is sug- 
gested that before you treat all 
your trees that you try a small 
area at one end of the shelter 
belt or around one or two trees 
of each species and find out if 


Chemical Weed Control in Crops: 

The drier the year the more 
important it is to control weeds 
in crops so as to prevent reduc- 
tion in yield of the crop. Chemi- 
cals are more effective and weeds 
are easier to kill when the weeds 
are. small. At this stage they 
have also damaged the crop less. 
Keep an eye on your fields and 
if they require spraying do it 
just as soon as the crop is in a 
safe stage. In the case of wheat 
and barley this is when they 
reach the four leaf stage. For 
wheat and barley, 2,4-D is safe. 
In the case of eats the first safe 
stage is when they are in the 
three to four leaf stage. With 
oats the use of M.C.P. is recom- 
mended. This chemical is more
